Tus Nujmool Ukbar of the 11th of December, 1867, offers 


some comments upon the two durbars of Agra in 1866, and 


Lucknow in 1867. The writer compares the two, and consi- 
ders the one at Agra in many respects superior to the one 


‘at Lucknow. At the same time he is of opinion that the 


Viceregal entrance into the latter place on elephants was far 
more appropriate and more imposing than the entry into Agra. 
‘s But it is to be considered that the ancient and substantial 


buildings of Agra, the Rouza Tajgunge, Motee Musjid, Futteh- 


pore Sikri, Sekundra, &c., &c., must have had the effect of 
throwing all buildings at Lucknow into the shade; for how- 


ever picturesque they may be, and however well they may 


show as objects in the landscape, whitewash is but whitewash 
after all, and can never be marble ; nor can they bear the slight- 


- est comparison with the red stone and marble of old.” The 


writer, however, considers that the buildings on the banks of 
the Jumna at Agra cannot outrival those on the banks. of the 


Goomtee at Lucknow, and that the red baradaree was a most 


suitable place for a durbar—an opinion in which the late Earl 
Canning coincided, After going on for some time in this strain 
the writer continues,—=*“* And now, in relating the accounts 
of the Chiefs at the durbar itself, there is on zeflection a dif- 
ference between those presented at Agra and Lucknow as wide 
as heaven from earth. In Agta those were presented to the 
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Viceroy who govern the fifth portion of Hindusthan, and in 
whose keeping is the good or evil of three érores of human 
beings ; while, on the other hand, those at Lucknow were a 
few wretched shahzadas (princes) upon the heads of whose 
ancestors crowns.once were ;.and. a crowd of talookdars and 

zemindars (landed proprietors), many of whom were in that 

position as not being -worthy of a seat in the presence of 
those at Agra. But, yes, the Rajah of Kuppoorthulla, who 
gave aid in Oudh, was possessed of power, and who, in recog- 

nition of his services to Government, received the Boondee 

Estate: he came to take the preeedence. Out of Oudh 
there are but two or four whose names one cares to select ; 

out of all these the most respectable one was Rajah Maun 
Singh, who is a most surprisingly humble-minded person ; 
who, if he had been born or lived a hundred years ago, 

would have been equal to Hoolkar or Scindia. Looking at the 
real worth of this man, it will be szen how he, by the purchase 
of a small estate at auction, worked himself into the posses- 
sion of four hundred miles of landed property, paying to Gov- 
ernment four lakhs and fifty thousand rupees revenue, and 
leaving for himself an amount quite equal to that sum as 
clear income. In the time of the rebellion, the wisdom and 
skill displayed by this Chief was perhaps unequalled. Ta short, 
this man is deserving of popularity in Hindusthan, for he 
is the first of all the Talookdars of Oudh. The Rajahs of Bil- 
rampore and Bunwunth Singh were on an equality with those 
at Agra; but of the rest many were young children, and many 
of maturer age, who could not be counted with those of Agra. 
The durbars of the Viceroy at Lahore, Agra, and Lucknow, - 
will long be remembered i in history.

Referring to the removal of the Nawab of Tonk from the 
guddee (throne), and the arrangements consequent thereupon, 
the writer remarks that it gladdens the heart to. find that. the 
British Government has adopted such good mzasures to pre- 
vent a repetition of such conduct as the Nawab has been guilty 
of ; and that by this action on the part of Government other 
chiefs may take warning when they find that, however reluct- 
ant the Government may be to interfere with the power of 
independent chiefs, still in cases where tyranny and rebellion 
show themselves, they are not slow fo take prompt notice of 
them. The writer continues,—‘‘ If the British Government 
shut their eyes, and adopt no measures to prevent such acts 
as these, then Hindusthanee Governments may become unruly 
on all sides, and it will not be surprising if at last disturbances 
take place in the sirkaree Governments too.”

Under the heading Cabul, ” itis dalek that biog great fights 
have lately taken place in Afghanisthan. The. first at Ghur- 
shuck, in which Mahomed Surwur Khan, son of the Ameer of 
Cabul, commanded the whole army ; aed Mahomed Yakoob 
Khan, with Ufzul Khan, Candaharee, was in command of Shere 
Ali’s forces. ‘‘In this fight there was great slaughter, and 
Surwur Khan’s army was defeated. Sirdar Mahomed Zumma 
Khan, and Mahomed Oomur Khan, two very brave men, fell 
in the fight. Mahomed Yakoob Khan gained two great-advan- 


tages here,—first he took possession of the:‘Aison Bastion,’ 


and erected fortifications at once id it ; and, secondly, he hasad- 
vanced so near Candahar as to be within a few miles of-it.

chad been strengthened in the field, dust safaid fled thence. 


The Cabul force suffered severely. If we place any reliance on 
letters received from Cabul merchants, we may say that up to 
the present time the Cabul forces have made no attack upon 
Turkisthan, although, doubtless, Abdul Rhyman Khan is still 
earnestly engaged in Cabul enlisting men, and procuring 
supplies and munitions of war for the purpose of marching 
towards Candahar, Bameean, or wherever his enemies may be. 
Abdul Rhyman Khan and Mahomed Azim Khan are said to 


be very friendly—both are guided by the advice of the wife.of 


the late Ufzul Khan ; and, it is said, that owing to the good 


arrangements of this worthy lady, the royal residence had 
been free from bloodshed. Wallee Mahomed Khan, brother 
of the late Sirdar Ufzul Khan, who was a prisoner at Canda- 
har, has in some manner contrived to escape from Jail, which 
circumstance has caused great grief to Azim Kkan, who has, 
in return for this gross neglect, written a very angry and re- 
proachful letter to his son at Candahar ; the guards who were 
posted over the prisoner have been soallead and sent to Cabul. 

Wallee Mahomed Khan has joined Yakoob Khan, and has af- 
forded him great assistance in the late fight. Letters from 
Bokhara received in Qabul tend to show that peace and friend- 
ship prevail between the Russians and the Ameer, and i in con-. 
sequence there is peace and quietness in Bokhara,””

Under the heading “ Benares News,” it is said that now-a: 
days very few civil cases are brought forward in the Civil Courté 
of the District, and that all kinds of opinions and ideas are rifé 
on the subject. Some say that fear prevents people from com- 
plaining, and the grounds of this fear would seem to be as 
follows :—‘*‘ It appears that in the first Court (Sessions ?) held 
a few rebels, as is their custom, laid false claims, ‘and suborned 
evidence, which having been proved against them, they were 
made over to the Criminal Court.”? The Editor remarks that 
if we reflect upon this, the justice of it will appear, because the 
hakim ought to punish every one according to his deserts ; 
and that those who are truthful bankers ought not to fear, 
or to be disheartened ut what has happened, becanse truth 
can bear any degree of heat, and without doubt they ought 
to put in their plaints if they wish to do so. ‘The desire of 
the Court is to do justice; and all are punished according to 
their actions, —because when one is oppressed and tpratiniced 
over, he naturally goes to the Aakim; and not without: just 
cause or provocation will any one go to the Aakim, If any 
tradesman, or even the chief of Aakims, make any complaint of 
cases being less than they were, it is unjust to do so, And if 
any one say that a short tim. has elapsed since the Judye of 
the Small Cause Court got numerous cases, and’asks why: 
they have become less, the reply is,—What is equity, and 
what is the meaning of it? It is this, that cases brought 
into Court should be speedily settled, and this is: called justice,. | 
too, to arrive at the truthfulness of each case, and see to it.. 
In the time of the-former Aakim, no doubt, justice was dealt 
out... Ifthe claim.was false the claimant. gave up his. false. 
elaim, and. had to bear the punishment of paying the expenses: 
of his suit; but: the mere. loss of that was not always sufficient 
to change his evil -habits,; and when. he: receives a suitable 
punishment for his. crime, he is properly. punished, and may 
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perhaps be by this means deterred from such condast i in future, 
In former times did not criminals go to Jail and receive pun- 
ishment? but then they looked upon the confinement as a 
means of support, and did not care to mend their ways. But 
since it has become the custom to impart knowledge or edu- 
cation in Jails, and the habits of prisoners are thus being 
changed, as they are made to learn all kinds of work, they 
come out ashamed of themsleves, and look upon the trades 
they have learnt as their means of obtaining an honest live- 
lihood. Then it might be said that criminals did not former- 
ly receive punishment, &c., &c. The writer goes on to 
state that it has become generally known that the hakims of 
the day do not place any reliance upon the ledgers of mahajuns, 
and ask if it is not easy to change a leaf in accounts or 
receipts ; and when such things have transpired, the mistrust 
of such documents must be the necessary result. Then follows 
a quo‘ation, —‘‘For if out of a caste one only errs, the dignity of 
all, great and small, suffers.’ He then proceeds,—*‘ A case in 
point is now ey the court—viz., that mahajuns take out 
balances due from accounts in their ledgers, and file plaints 
in court stating that they have drawn out this balance before 
the defendants. Enough, then, on that balance alone, failing any 
written document from the defendant, it is not trustworthy ; ; or 
if there i is no signature under the uli due, it is also wrong, 

It is generally known that many have made out false docu- 
ments, and even registered them in the Courts, and aftera short 
time have put in their claims, and obtained decrees, —thus ruin- 
ing many a respectable person. Such people have become sO 
well known that even the 4akims hold them in contempt. ” 


The Koh-i-Noor of the 14th of December after witdeate 
refers to the Palumpore Fair, Kangra. Other extracts follow, 
and then a rumour of the intention of His Excellency the: 
Viceroy to resign is noticed as follows :—** Various rumours: 
concerning the resignation of the Governor-General are on the 
tongues of the world. Some say that it is owing to declining» 
health, and the unsuitable climate, that His Excellency wishes 
to leave India before the time when his term of office expires. 
The Friend of India denies this, but says :that the Viceroy. 
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( 19) 
has sent a clatiisYous letter to England to the effect that in 
consequence of the establishment of the Law or Act of 1858, 
and 1861, the appointment of Governor-General has become 
disgraced ; and that if this letter does not meet with some con- 
sideration, the only course left will be to resign. Some say 
that Sir John Lawrence has been compelled to tender his resig- 
nation owing to neglect in the Orissa Famine, and that the 
Queen’s Government has written him a véry angry letter.” 
The Editor remarks that as His Excellency’s term of service 
closés ‘* he is showing a great amount of energy in his work, 
and that if he has to leave undone the work upon which hé 
has set his heart, it will be a subject for regret.” 


The Malwa Ukbar of the 4th of December, the Nasseen

of some ceremony in his house, because he neglected to present 
a nuzzur (offer a present) to the Tehseeldar. .The writer is 
very irate with the Tehseeldar for his conduct, and asks,—W hat 
Government would prevent its dependants from indulging 
their ancient custome, wc.? Further, he says, that the Tehseel- 
dar had no right to prevent it, and thus cause such inconve- 


nience. ‘* Let us see how long this kind of darkness will 
continue here.” 


The Ukbar Alum of the 12th of Kiceeshes complains of the 
ill usage property conveyed by Railway is subjected to : 
‘‘ packages containing China and glassware, and even machi- 
nery of English iron, are broken and rendered useless ; so what 
chance has anything else? If redress is sought from the 
Railway Officers, the reply is that the property was neither 
packed nor unpacked in their presence, and therefore they 
cannot be made answerable for the damage, and on this plea 
they at once get off. It would be a difficult matter to be ob- 
liged-to pack property and unpack it ‘in their ‘presence ; but 
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even supposmg this were done; the Railway people.would then 
refase to look to it, as they would have no orders. to. do so, 
Now, as the Government is just, and looks to the public good, 
some measures should be adopted to prevent this evil; for by 
it thousands of rupees worth of property, belonging both to 
Government and to tradesmen, suffers,” &c.. The writer sug- 
gests that those who cause breakages through negligence should 
be made to pay: “but thea,” he adds, “ there would be some 
difficulty in compelling people to pay who have not.the means 
of doing so; “ for instance, a coolie cannot be expected to make 
good the price of a valuable article, as he cannot command 
such an amount of money, though the Railway people might 
collect it from his pay ; but if the man dies or runs tad how 
can it be taken from him ?”

mity, by which fifteen lakhs of people lost. their lives, would 
not have occurred,—as the sole cause of it was the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal not being a free agent. In consequence 
of this representation it is proposed that rules similar to those 
of Madras and ee be carried out in Bengal.” 


The’ Oordoo Delhi Gazette of the 21st of December re- 
marks upon the case of the Nawab of Tonk :—‘‘ The Nawab 
states that he is not to blame in the matter for which the Gov- 
ernment has become displeased with him; and that no oppor- 
tunity of clearing himself has been afforded him.” The Editor 
adds that the best course now is for the Nawab to obey all orders 
of Government, and in no way raise objections ; but afterwards 
to call for an enquiry into his case, ‘and we are sure that his 
request will be granted. If his innocence is established he will 
be re-instated, otherwise he will but suffer for his own ‘acts. _ 
But as the Nawab’s evil-counsellers are powerful, there is some 
reason to fear the result. Those who were not implicated io 
the murder say that, when the Nawab heard of the intention to 
commit the murder, he duly warned his nephew to refrain from. 
such mad conduct; but on receiving this good advice Ha- 
keem Feroze Shah laughed, and said to the Nawab,—*“‘ The 
Rajah of Ulwur who in open Durbar killed Meah Jan re- 
ceived admonition in the shape of the removal of the Agent 
Sahib from his Reasut; and if for the murder of one man the 
Maharajah of Ulwur was thus rewarded, how can the Nawab 
be punished for the murder of seventeen persons. This view 
of the case by the Hakeem was much approved of; ‘ale 
though, after the thing had occurred, the people of Lawa had 
sworn to revenge the deed. Up to this nothing has been clearly 
shown. It is quite clear that’ the Nawab ought not to offer 


any objection to any action the British Government: may 


oy towards him in the matter.’ ’
